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Campus police ease traffic pains

The dreadful left turn onto 
East Kings is becoming less 
of a nightmare. Students try- 
ing to exit campus are get- 
ting help from campus po- 
lice. During rush hours, they 
are directing traffic at the 
most northern, east exit on 
campus. 

“We want to encourage 
people to use that exit,” said 
Rebecca Chiles, Chief of 
Police at LSUS. 

According to Chiles, the 
heaviest traffic hours are af- 
ter 11:50 on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday, and 
after 12:20 on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. The officers stay 
on sight until traffic has 
cleared again. 

“It has worked really 
well; we’ve gotten good 


feedback from students, fac- 
ulty, and staff,” said Chiles. 
Since traffic is usually 
sporadic on East Kings, trav- 
elers along the highway are 
only stopped from about 45 
seconds to one minute. 
Chiles says traffic can often 
bring out the worst in peo- 
ple, but she says there have 


been no problems yet from 
non-student drivers. 

The more popular exit and 
entrance, on Youree Drive, 
will continue congesting un- 
less drivers alter their routes. 
University police can offer 
little to no assistance when it 
comes to this intersection. 

‘We are so limited as to 
what we can do there, be- 
cause of the red light,” said 
Chiles. 

The university has con- 
tacted the city and state, re- 
questing a change in the 
light cycle. All requests 
were denied. 

“Their (the city and state) 
concern is keeping traffic 
moving in the city, not 
whether we get people off 
our campus,” said Chiles.

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Students get a boost 
in storage space

For those students who 
have wondered why log-on 
procedures for computers 
on campus have changed, 
here is your answer. Last 
summer, Computing Ser- 
vices initiated a new local 
server that is available for 
students to save informa- 
tion. This new server can 
currently be used by any- 
one with a valid student ID. 
Once you have logged-in, 
simplygo to “My Comput- 
er” and look for the Z: 


prompt. 
“We have not given it a 
nickname per se, but 


around here we've just 
been calling it the Z-Drive” 
said Shelby Keith, Director 
of University Computing 
Services. Previously only 
faculty and certain admin- 
istrators had access to this 
type of server, but now stu- 
dents will also be able to 
store and retrieve massive 
data files without the hassle 
of using a flash drive or 
disc. The server will also 
be available to students 
away from campus through 
FTP (file transfer protocol) 
so that files can be stored 
and accessed from home. 
Log-on procedures similar 
to those necessary to pull 
up library databases such 
as Lexis-Nexis will be 
shared with students in the 
coming weeks. 

What does all of this 
mean? For starters, it eras- 
es some of the more typical 
excuses for not having as- 
signments turned in on 
time. Excuses such as “my 
computer crashed”, or “my 
flash drive got wet” are 
now obsolete. If you com- 
plete an assignment and do 
not save it to the Z-Drive 
immediately, then it will 
most likely be assumed that 


you were just asking for it. 
Consider this an early 
warning. 

A more positive attrib- 
ute, however, is the size of 
this server; the Z-Drive 
currently holds about 1.7 
terabytes of free space. For 
the non-techies out there, 
this is equivalent to about 
two-thousand gigabytes, or 
roughly 25 — 80GB com- 
puter hard drives. What 
may seem like unlimited 
hard drive space, however, 
must be shared among all 
students. “When students 
log-on to university com- 
puters with their ID from 
now on, they will be able to 
access a designated parti- 
tion of the space,’ added 
Keith. Each ID has its own 
individual partition, so stu- 
dents will, not have to wor- 
ry about privacy or locating 
a single file among many 
others. Only the files one 
places there should ever. be 
there. 

This new server gives 
students access to one of 
the most sought after tech- 
nical components of a com- 
puter: hard-drive space. 
The evolution of the variety 
and size of documents such 
as pictures, video, and even 
data over the past few years 
has created an increased 
demand for hard-drive 
space. Just think back a 
few years ago when brand 
new computers offered 7 or 
8GB of hard drive space. 
Now computers rarely 
come off the shelves with 
fewer than 60 or 80GB, anil 
many times this is still not 
enough space. 

The Z-Drive, it seems, is 
LSUS’s response to chang- 
ing times and an attempt to 
remain ahead of the techno- 
logical curve. 
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'' i" cup,

Ben Wade, much like 
Dan Foster, is a character 
that you become emotional- 
ly attached to and | think 
that Crowe was able to de- 
liver that sense of emotional 
connection not by what he 
was saying but by his eyes 
and facial expressions. You 
could tell what his character 
was thinking or feeling just 
by watching his eyes. 

Peter Fonda (“Ghost Rid- 
er”, “Wild Hogs”) portrays 
Byron McElroy and needs to 
stop acting. I almost feel sor- 
ry for him that he has to keep 
acting or feels the need to 
keep acting, because he 
can’t. He tries so hard to 
make his performances feel 
or seem genuine, but they 
fall short every time. Not to 
mention, the poor guy looks 
like a corpse on camera. In 
this film it almost seemed as 
if he were trying to capture a 
Clint Eastwood type per- 
formance instead it made 
him look sad and pathetic 
and more washed up then he 
already is. 

Ben Foster, (“X-Men the 
Last Stand”, “Hostage”) on 
the other hand, gave one of 
his best performances to 


date. This kid is someone 
I’m going to have to keep 
my eye on. He has it all, but 
the most important thing he 
has is the ability to make his 
acting believable. He is ruth- 
less as Charlie Prince; he 
kills anything and every- 
thing that keeps him from 
getting Ben Wade back. His 
character is the same yet so 
much different that Crowe’s 
and he has the acting ability 
to show that, that’s what 
makes Ben Foster a future 
award winning actor. 

For all of the actor’s tal- 
ents the man who helped 
them harness it for this film 
is James Mangold, (“Walk 
the Line”, “Cop Land’’) this 
guy is amazing. Not only did 
he work with the cinematog- 
raphers to make scenes rivet- 
ing but he was also able to 
help the actors exhibit their 
talents on screen as well. He 
used diverse camera angles 
to accentuate scenes or even 
emotions between charac- 
ters. He is a director that is 
and will remain at the top of 
his game for many films to 
come.
